Guatemala 
called on Honduras 


Wednesday night to stop anti-Red 
^Guatemalan exiles reported mass- 
ing on the border for an assault 
against President Jacobo Arbenz 
Guzman's Communist - influenced 
regime. 
The appeal was made by Guate- 


malan Ambassador Amadeo Chin- 
chilla to Honduran .Foreign Minis- 
ter J. Edgardo Valenzuela as re- 
ports here and in other Central 
American nations indicated a show- 
down might be imminent between 
the Arbenz government and its an- 
il-Communist opposition at home 
and abroad, 
"We have reports that well- 


equipped soldiers carrying guns 
are being flown and driven by car 
to points near our border," Chin- 
chilla told newsmen. "They are 
being flown in chartered planes." 


The Guatemalan envoy said Val- 


enzuela had given him assurances 
that Honduras "will prevent any 
incidents at the border and has 


rms there." 
Reports here and abroad indicat- 


:d the anti-Arbenz forces were 
Hashing their preparations for a 
ry at unseating the Guatemalan 
egime.

should be started "at the earliest 
possible date" to test the executive 
branch's right to keep loyalty in- 
formation from Congress. 


Testifying on the 36th, and prob- 


ably last, day of the Army-Mc- 
Carthy hearings, McCarthy was 
questioned on his attempts to ob- 
tain testimony from members of 
the Army Loyalty Screening Board 
last winter. 


"You knew, did you not, that to 


testify would require their viola- 
tion of a presidential order?" As- 
sistant Army Counsel James D. 
St. Clair demanded. 
"You are right." McCarthy re- 


sponded, "but may I say the ques- 
tion is can any President... in 
violation of the law of Congress 
keep from the American people 
information on wrongdoing by ex- 
ecutive order? 


"1 think not. 
McCarthy apparently m e a n t 


that some executive branch offi- 
cial, such as an Army loyalty 
board member, should be called 
upon to produce confidential loyal- 
| ty information and cited for con- 
tempt of Congress if he refused. 
Such a citation could lead to a 
court test of the constitutional is- 
sue involved.

Curtain on the Hearing 


One of the longest run shows ever staged 


in the capital city was coming to an end 
as this was written, an end as unsatisfac- 
tory in its way as anything else about the 
unprecedented performance.

Many of these, nevertheless, will 
celebrate as a victory the absence of total 
defeat, and it would be a bold plunger who 
today would sell McCarthy short. Nobody 
can hope to win, however, because of the 
emotional elements involved, which arc not 
subject to the rules of logic. In this cir- 
cumstance lies much of McCarthy's strength 
and the Army's weakness. Despite the dis- 
taste aroused by the day-to-day conduct of 
the inquiry, a lot of people will go on see- 
ing the senator as a knight in shining armor, 
and a lot of others seeing him as a quasi- 
Hitler, whereas 
even 
those who were 


shocked by one man's bold assurance in 
attacking the U.S. Army and the authority 
of the President were a bit shocked at the 
imperfections in the Army's defense. 


We have been told for months that the 


global repercussions of this Roman holiday 
have been damaging to American prestige. 
That could be true, but it is almost as cer- 
tain that this type of damage is short-lived 
in its effect, and will in time sink back 
into its proper perspective. And while the 
achievement 
on neither side 
has been 


heroic, it cannot be maintained that the 
country won't in the long run be the better 
for this occasionally unsavory and ridicu- 
lous warfare. Demagoguges can always at- 
tract the mob; they can't retain their hold 
indefinitely, and intelligent citizens have 
taken a jolt that may spur them out of 
their sideline position and into the fight 
for truly representative government, repre- 
senting the best as well as the' mediocre. 


The national vanity has suffered, and that 


is sometimes a salutary experience. More 
serious is the fact that for crucial weeks 
the public's mind has been diverted from 
(he really grave national issues, including \ 
those involved in the administration's im- 
portant 
legislative program. Fortunately 


now as a nation we can get back to the 
really vital business at hand.

Canada Builds a Highway 


While this whole country is fixing to su- 


perimpose toll roads, super-highways, free- 
ways and throughways on the already ex- 
tensive road structure, the neighbor to the 
north is plugging away at its first trans- 
continental highway. The projected 5,000- 
mile trans-Canada road, to link two great 
oceans, has been under construction four 
years, each of the nine provinces handling 
its own mileage, while matching funds and 
getting supervisory help from the govern- 
ment at Ottawa. Nobody can guess when 
the job will be -finished, for it is a tre- 
mendous undertaking for a country of 15 
million people and an enormously difficult 
terrain. A single 330-mile stretch near the 
continental divide will require at least two 
years time and enormous quantities of 
blasting powder. In several rugged moun- 


& 
tain areas constructions costs have run as 
high as $800,000 a mile. 


The stretches already completed 
and 


opened to use drew about S million visitors 
last summer and fall, many of them coming 
in their own cars, and completion of the 
highway can hardly fail to prove a veritable 
bonanza. Long sections of the highway run 
through pristine countryside, a new and 
beautiful 
country for 
the indefati'gable 


tourists from south of the border. Its com- 
pletion will permit travelers to drive all 
the way from the Gaspe Peninsula through 
the forest and paper country, the cities of 
Toronto and Quebec and Ottawa, and on 
west through the wheatlands to Vancouver, 
B.C., and the lovely little town of Victoria 
on Vancouver Island, a continuous journey 
not now possible. O Canada, O jaloppy, 
O buses! 


Poor Marksmen Either Way 


Three Puerto Hicans just convicted of as- 


sault with intent to kill didn't do them- 
selves much good "with their defense, since 
whether true or false it showed them up 
as not too sharp. They could scarcely deny 
committing a lot of \vild firing last March 1 
in the House of Representatives, which 
wounded five members, none fatally. The 
best they could do, apparently, was to say 
they never meant to kill anyone or even 
wound anyone. They were merely calling 
attention to their demand for Puerto Rican 
Independence. 


If this were true, they \vould have..shown 


themselves as monumentally st'upid, since 
they weren't able to aim straight up and 
so avoid hitting anybody. If H were not 
true, it would be a ridiculous defense and 
add perjury to their other defenses. Finally, 
their colleague, the beauteous Senora Le- 
bron, convicted ot assault only, couldn't 
undertand why the jury didn't find her 
guilty of intent to kill, along with the men.

It is significant that Premier Nehru is

all time against the human spirit and against 
the spirit of freedom. Since the Red armies 
have begun to creep nearer his boundaries, 
Pandit Nehru is shedding some of his in- 
effable brooding spirituality and showing 
some regular everyday human concern. The 
world will hope his education won't be too 
late and therefore too costly. 


Joseph and Stewart Alsop 
Ike Scores Grass Roots Successes 


1. Alsop 


WASHINGTON — One place where the 


President has been scoring little noticed 
successes is down among the grass roots, in 
the Republican organization of a good many 
key states. 


The process is doubly sig- 
nificant. It means that Eisen- 
however is doing rather better 
than shows on the surface, in 
his attempts to remake the Re- 
publican party in the image of 
his own moderate conserva- 
tism. 


It also means that as time 
goes on, and if all goes well, 
the President should have less 
and less trouble with his own 
party in Congress. 


The White House has never been quite so 
innocent or passive as most peonlc suppose, 
about seeking to rally Congressional sup- 
port through the organizations back home. 
Sen. Homer Ferguson of Michigan, for 
instance, was a Taft Republican who might 
have preferred to keep a foot in both camps 
after the election. But national committee- 
man David W. Kendall long ago -\\ arnccl the 
senator that it was Eisenhower-all-the-way 
or else—the else being a candidate against 
him in the primary. And Ferguson has be- 
come one of the tiuc Eisenhower stalwarts 
in the Senate, having personally rallied the 
votes, for instance, that beat the Bricker 
amendment by a hair's breadth margin. 


No doubt the presence of Charles E. Wil- 


son in the Cabinet had something to do 
with this result. At any rate, it has been a 
happy result; for Michigan observers now 
rate Ferguson as a strong prospect for re- 
election, which he was not before. 


Since last January, the White House rf- 
fort to influence events by grass roots road 
has been put on an organized basis. Very 
much behind the scenes, certain members 
of the White House staff have been Riven 
responsibility for key local situations. These 
men had a lot to do with the rash of state- 
ments from leading mid-Wcs'.ern Repub- 
licans, telling Sen. Joseph U. McCarthy to 
stay out of their state campaigns.

Conspicuous Gains 


More recently, these White House staff 
members have also had a hand in certain 
gains by the Eisenhower wing in the un- 
ending struggle for party control. The most 
conspicuous of these gains has been in In- 
diana, where a bitter fight has been goivig 
on .since 1952. 


In brief, the two Indiana senators, Wil- 


liam Jenner and Home Capehart, have been 
trying lo hold control of the state organ- 
ization. Jenner was the dominant partner. 
He is among the most venomous of anti- 
Eisenhower Republicans. If control had Rone 
to him (as it almost did), the Indiana Re- 
publican organization would 
have 
been 


anti-Eisenhower. 


Bat on the other hand were the Indiana 


fovernor, George Craig, and the House ma- 
jority leader, Charles Halleck. Ilalleck was 


not an Kiscnhower-slyle Republican prior 
to 195:2. But he has been going down the 
line for the President ever since then. He 
is now greatly relied on by the White House, 
and Craig and he makes a strong team. 


Craig and Halleck have now routed the 


two senators, and named their own man, 
Alvin Cast, as Indiana state chairman. The 
set-back will hardly improve Sen. Jenner. 
But Sen. Capehart has bee'l released from 
his bondage to Jenner. He has always had 
Eisenhower leanings anyway. Il-e is already 
proclaiming himself an Eisenhower 100 per 
center.

Gradual and Uiidruiiiatic 


Again in Nebraska, Sen. Hugh Butlei, a 
rigid rightwinger, formerly ruled supreme 
and unchallenged. But he has now had to 
accept a state chairman who is also agree- 
able to the Eisenhower faction. He has been 
prevented from naming a female McCar- 
thyite as vice chairman. And the chances 
are that an Eisenhower man will replace 
the late Dwight Griswold in the Senate. 


By the same token, in Iowa, tlic nomina- 


tion for the governorship has been won by 
another Eisenhower 100 per center, Leo 
Hocjrh. The Iowa State Chairman, Don 
Picrson. was one of those who sent Sen. 
McCarthy the original invitation to stay 
liome. He lias now reaffirmed this nega- 
tive invitation in bold language, and he has 
been joined by the senatorial candidate, 
Thomas Alarlin. If Martin beats Sen. Gil- 
lette, he will be another vote in the Elsen- 
hower column. And these portents back 
home arc also likely 
to 
influence 
Sen. 
Bourke Ilickenloopcr. 


Even in Ohio, citadel of Ihe stalwarts. 
Secretary of the Treasury George Humph- 
rey is credited with a leading part in Rep. 
George Bender's successful run for the Re- 
publican Senate nomination. Once a violent 
Taftitc, Bender publicly promised to sup- 
port Eisenhower all the way. With Humph- 
icy to remind him of w.hat's what, Bender 
ran be expected tc keep his promise if he 
is elected. 


The whole process is gradual pnd undra- 


inatic. But the movement is all in the right 
direction. It is also in the right place, for 
nil these Eisenhower successes have been 
in the mid-West, the heartland of the Re- 
publican opposition to the President and his 
policies.

POINTING OUT that the es- 


sential p u r p o s e of juvenile 
courts is remedial and to a de- 
gree 
preventive, rather than 


punitive, a bulletin presenting 
the Bureau's recommendations 
emphasizes that juvenile court 
procedure should keep in mind 
two objectives: 


1. The individualization of the 


child and his situation. 


2. The protection of the legal 
rights of both parents and child, 
including state constitutional or 
federal constitutional provisions. 


In accomplishing this, certain 
principles arc recognized accord- 
ing to the Bureau. These are: 


1. Conditions under which the 
state is empowered to intervene 
in the upbringing of a 
child 
should be specifically and clearly

2. Both the child and his par- 
ents are entitled to 
know 
the 
bases on which the state seeks 
to intervene. They are entitled 
to rebut (reply to) allegations. 
Rules

that dispositions are based on the 
best available knowledge of the 
needs of the child; that care and 
treatment of the child are 
r e- 
ceived from properly qualified 
persons, and that the community 
receives adequate protection. 


The Bureau's publication warns 
that while the shortcomings of 
a punitive court have been pretty 
generally considered; there has 
been less concern about the pro- 
tection of individual rights in in- 
formal courts. 
"Even with the most superior 
personnel, these tribunals (juve- 
nile courts) call for legal checks."

At the same time, these rights, 


are accompanied by correspond- 
ing responsibilities enforceable at 
law ( s u c h as attendance at 
school), the Bureau explains. 
"(and) ... there are situations 
in which society has the obliga- 
tion to act for the protection of 
the child and society... and the 
parents'. rights and child's free- 
dom may have to be limited."

SPECIFIC procedural rec- 
ommendations, the bureau noted 
that: 
Petitions should be entitled 
"In the Interest of (name), a 
child under 18 years of age" (as 
is done in Nebraska). 
Hearings may t>e held in a 
small courtroom or large office, 
but always in quarters reserved 
especially for court business. ' 
The child should sit with his 
parents or other persons who are 
of importance to him. 
P e r s o n s giving testimony 


should do so under oath. 


No person In the court should 


assume the i:ole of the prose- 
cutor. 
In curtain situations it is nec- 
essary and desirable 'for 'the 
judge to hold a private inter- 
view with the child. 
A verbatim recording of the 
hearing should be made.

Nebraska

some of these recommendations. 
Juvenile court, for instance, is 
held in court suroundings and 
there usually is ao prosecutor 
involved.

THE JUDGE should

room. It is not, however, believed 
wise to limit attendance to those 
having a direct interest in the case. 
If juvenile courts are to function 
efficiently, their philosophy and 
practice need to be known. 
In addition to its direct work 


with social agencies, 'the juvenile 
court should endeavor to -have Jts 
work understood and supported 
by other members of the com- 
munity.

Ashland Job 
Fails to Get 
Single Bid 


A $372,000 estimate on general 


construction work at Ashland* last 
of the phase 1 improvements 
:here, failed to attract a single 
bid at bid opening Wednesday. 


The estimate was that of Black 


& Veatch, Kansas City engineer- 
ing consultants. The engineering 
department was advised by rep- 
resentatives of firms in that con- 
struction field that they could not 
bid under the estimate. 
The city will readyertise on a 
new and higher estimate which 
is expected to be ready for the 
City Council Monday. 
The proposed contract includes 
a new aerator to process water 
from the Ashland wells, a deten- 
tion basin intended to double 
plant capacity and pipe connec- 
tions to three pumps, including a 
20 million gallon unit to.' pump 
from Ashland to Lincoln. Conver- 
sion of two existing filters, too, is 
part of the job. 
Three bids, all under the $31,200 
estimate, were received on elec- 
trical work at the Ashland plant. 
This phase includes circuits to 
operate the machinery and three 
new pumps and relocating some 
present ducts. 
This contract is related to the 
larger undertaking. Low electric 
bid of $27,928 is that of W. E.

One of the most important times for University of Nebraska 


football is right now. 
It is during the summer months that Coach Bill Glassford 


and his assistants comb the state for prospects and it is also in this 
period that decisions aie made as to grant-in-aid recipients. 


Glassford realizes only too well what importance this recruit- 


ing of players holds. 
"The answer to our problem," he says, "is a group of individ- 


uals who arc top prospects and who are interested in obtaining an 
education and sustaining their efforts for four years." 
The loss of some 45 to 50 top players in the labt five years due 


to academic difficulties has hurt Coinhusker football tremendously. 
New Rule Helps 


Since 1950 and up until a year ago Big Seven Conference rules 


would not permit a coach or a member of his staff to contact boys 
off the university campus. 


Nebraska obeyed this rule. 
Now a coach can visit a high school athlete if he is invited by 


the boy's high school principal or his parents or guardian. 
This three-year loss of reciuiting rights hurt Husker football. 


Now the coach can visit with high school coaches, can get a good 
iccommendation on a boy. 
State Well Covered 


Glassford feels that the state has been well covered this year 


by himself and assistants Bob Davis, Bob Fans and Don Strasheim. 
"We have culled through about 150 boys in the state and have 


come down to approximately 25," Glassford said. "A great num- 
ber of the 150 could not qualify academically. 
They could not 


meet the requirements for a grant-in-aid." 


Glassford pointed out that a boy must realize the opportunities 


offered at universities. 
"The standards have been raised," he pointed out. "The Ivy 


League, the Big Seven, the Big Ten, all have raised their stand- 
ards, strictly on an academic basis. 


He pointed out that many of the good players in the state 


last fall were juniors. Of the 25 remaining in the running for 
scholarships, some can't qualify. Matters of size, ability and schol- 
astic standing all enter into the picture. 
All Are Welcome 


The Husker coach is quick to point out, however, that any 


graduate of a Nebraska high school can gain admission to the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. 
AH boys are welcome to the freshman sauad. whether they 


have a grant-in-aid or not. 


If they make the grade athletically and academically, they 


are eligible for a srant-in-aid the following year. 


All scholarships are awarded on a yearly basis. 
Glassford is looking to the future—to a sustained effort by 


boys who are tops, both as students and as football players.

SEWARD—Nebraskans contri- 


buted $744,110 to the March of 
Dimes in the January campaign 
this year, according to Ted R.

Miller Bill Proposes $20.5 Million 


i Federal Loan for Mid-State Project 


' .WASHINGTON (IP)—The gov- 
• eminent would lend up to $20.5 
£ million lor construction of the 
• Mid-State Reclamation Project 
I in Nebraska under a bill pro- 
»posed by Rep. A. L. Miller (H- 
;Neb). 
• The Platte River project, with 
•irrigation, power, Hood control 
«and recreational features, has a 
•total estimated cost of about $43 
. million. It would benefit Buf- 
'falo, Hall and Merrick Coun- 
ties. 
'Under the bill, the Secretary 
of the Interior would be author- 
ized to enter an agreement with 
Mid-State for a federal loan of 
$20.5 million to cover construc- 
tion of the irrigation features. 
The loan would be repaid, in- 
terest-free, within 58 years. 
The legislation also calls for 
federal payment of about $8 
million for flood control bene- 
fits."This legislation would make 
it possible for the Mid-State 
district to enjoy the benefits 
long made available under fed- 
eral reclamaton law to local or- 
ganizations, but would permit 
the district, rather than the fed- 
eral government to plan, con- 
struct and operate the project," 
Miller said. 
The Nebraskan, chairman of 
the House Interior Committee, 
added: 
- 
"I have always felt that we 
should place more control and 
responsibility with the 
local 
groups, since they are the ones 
who must repay the loans." 
Miller said the Nebraska I-iCg- 
islature has approved the plan 
and the State Supreme Court 
has upheld the constitutionality 
of the district. 
The Mid-State district, Miller 
said, would have to comply with 
customary congressional policy 
in " irrigation matters. Congress 
would give final approval to the 
proposed contract agreed upon 
by the district and the Depart- 
ment of the Interior.

Reclamation District 
praised the action of Sep. A. L. 
Miller in introducing into the 
House legislation calling for fed-

Sen. Hugh Butler was ex- 
pected to introduce the measure 
in the Senate. 
• 
"Introduction of the bill in 
Congress by Sen. Butler and Rep. 
Miller is most gratifying," Sec- 
retary J. K. McKinney of the 
district said in behalf of the di- 
rectors. 
"This legislation, together with 
completion and release of the 
Mid-State 
project's 
'economic 
feasibility report' on June 4 is 
the culmination of much work 
and acclerated activity by the 
directors," McKinney said. 
The work has been under way 
since February, 1950, he said, 
when the Nebraska Supreme 
Court upheld constitutionality of 
the Nebraska Reclamation Act 
and the legality of the organiza- 
tion of the district.

NEW YORK—The preference to 


local public agencies and rural elec- 
tric co-operatives in the market- 
ing of power from federal projects

Commission Task Force here. 


R. L. Schacht of Columbus, Neb., 


president of the American Public 
Power Association, said, "The pref- 
erence to local public agencies in 
the marketing of federal power 
has been a basic part of our na- 
tional policies for almost 50 years," 
he added, "These preference poli- 
cies were first enunciated in the 
Reclamation Act of 1906, and have 
been reaffirmed and strengthened 
at least 11 different occasions since 
that time."

SCHACHT, who is general man- 


ager of the 
Consumers Public 


Power District of Columbus, Neb., 
and who has scent more than 30 
years in the management and oper- 
ation of utilities, presented the 
American Public Power Associa- 
tion's views in testimony here at 
a hearing of the Water Resources 
and Power Task Force of the Com- 
mission on Organization of the Ex- 
ecutive Branch of the Government 
(Hoover Commission). 


Pointing out that the power pref- 


erence is "one of availability, not 
of price," Schacht declared that the

Among the 12 Minor Prophets 


of the Old Testament (so-called 
largely 
because 
their 
books 
are brief). Hosea has main- 
tained his influence largely be- 
cause 
of 
the 
empnasis 
he 


places upon God's love for His 
people and the love which He 
in turn demands of them. ' 


Hosea was married to Gomer 


who, 
after bearing him two chil- 


dren, deserted him to live a life 
of shame with lovers. Hosea was 
impressed by the similarity ex- 
isting between his experience 
and the experience that Jehovah 
God was having with His people. 


Gomer ended up on the slave 


block, but Hosea purchased her 
and brought her back home. 
There, with firm, kindly disci- 
pline, he taught her to face her 
responsibilities and to assume 
the duties she had fled. 


T H E S E 
CIRCUMSTANCES 


were a symbolic setting forth of 
the Israelites' infidelity to Jeho- 
vah and Jehovah's treatment of 
His people. They too would end 
up'in slavery, and this outward 
physical slavery would be only 
the manifestation of the inner, 
spiritual servitude 
in which 


their sin had involved them. 
Sin is not the exercise of free- 
dom ; it is the soul's accept- 


ance of servitude, for everyone 
who sins becomes the bondserv- 
ant of sin. 


Hosea teaches first the nature 


of love. Most people regard love 
as a sentiment; but love is pri- 
marily a purpose. It is an atti- 
tude of abundant good will which 
takes on certain emotional char- 
acteristics with the passing of 
time.

IN THE SECOND place, Ho- 


sea taught that love is the out- 
standing attribute of God. Hosea 
kept telling the Israelites, over

and over again, not only that 
God loved them but that this di- 
vine love was ever seeking them 
out and pursuing them to do them 
good. 


•The price He paid consisted of 


the sacrifice of God's only be- 
gotten Son on the cross. 
Another lesson in the pro- 


phecy of Hosea has particular 
bearing upon the lives of the free 
nations established on the North 
American continent. We shall per- 
ish if we are unfaithful to the 
Heavenly Father, in loyalty to 
whom our lives as nations were 
conceived. Democracy and reli- 
gion are too closely related to 
continue td live if they are sep- 
arated.
